National Organization Supplemented 


by Large Citizen Army la Idtal 


Sought by Legion. 


A small regular array supplemented 


by a large citizen army Is the Ideal 
Bought In the American Legion Army' 
Reorganization bill (Senate Bill 3T92) 
to the which the support of the legion 
Is pledged through its national legis- 
lative committee -in accordance with 
resolutions adopted at the Minneapo- 
lis convention. 


The provisions of the bill may be 


summarized as follows: 


The large citizen army would be 


composed of all young men between 
the ages of eighteen and twenty-one, 
who would take a four-months' course 
tn intensive training—vocational, ed- 
ucational and military. 


Veterans of the war would not be 


called upon to serve these four months 
or to take any other training, although 
provisions probnbly would be made 
to accept veterans who volunteered to 
assist in the training program. 


Young men could elect. If they so de- 


sired, to substitute for the 
four 


months of intensive training an en- 
listmr-nt of three rears in the National 
Guard. This National Guard service I 
would be ucrter rules specified by the | 
federal government requiring weekly 
drills and certain standards of pro- 
ficiency. 


The training proposed wonld not fn- 


fcrfere nnduly with the regular oc- 
cupations of the young men enrolled , 
because there would be both winter j 
and summer periods of which they j 
could make their choice. This would j 
enable the youth working on a north- j 
era farm to select the winter train- 
ing period and be assigned to a train- j 
ing camp In the south. In any event, j 
he would be away from home a com- : 
parat;\olv short time and he wonld I 
not be absent during the harvest sea- 
son.
